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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


York, ss. 


To Wm. A. Totman, a Constable of the Town of Buxton, mn 
the County of York and State of Maine, GrentTine: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quested to notify and warn the inhabitants, of the said town 
of Buxton, qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet in the 
town house in said town of Buxton on Monday, the second 
day of March, A. D. 1931, at ten (10) o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act on the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 


ing. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the reports 
of the several town ofticers. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to elect or have the 
selectmen appoint road commissioners for the ensuing year 
and how many. 


Art. 4. To choose town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for the support of common schools for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To sce how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for the support of free high school for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see how much money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for textbooks and school supplies. 


Art. 8. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for repairs of school buildings for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for providing instruction in music in the 
schools. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
erant and raise to pay Buxton’s share of the salary of the su- 
perintendent of schools. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of five hundred fifty dollars ($550.00) to pay the 
sums granted by loans at special town meetings held in 1930, 
said money having been expended for repairs of fire engine 
house and fireproofing Bar Mills schoolhouse. 


Art. 12. To see how much money the town will vote to 
grant and raise to pay on loan granted at a special town 
meeting in 1930 for construction and equipping of new high 
school building. 


Art. 13. To see how much money the town will vote to 
grant and raise to pay interest on note for money used for 
- construction and equipping new high school building. 


Art. 14. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for miscellaneous expenses for the ensuing 
year. 


Art, 15. To see’ how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for contingent expenses for the ensuing year. 


Art. 16. To see what action the town will vote to take in 
regard to opening the town farm. 


Art. 17. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for the support of poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 18. To see how much money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for repairs of highways for the ensuing year. 


Art. 19. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for support of bridges and culverts for the 
ensuing year. 
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Art. 20. To see how much money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for cutting bushes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of appropriating and raising money necessary to 
entitle the town to State aid as provided in Sec. 19, Chap. 
25, Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to appropriate and 
raise the sum of four thousand three hundred twenty dollars 
($4,820.00) for the improvement of State aid road as out- 
lined in the report of the State Highway Commission in ad- 
dition to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
highways, and bridges, the above named being the maximum 
which the town is allowed to raise under the provisions of 
See. 18, Chap. 25, of the Revised Statutes of 1916; or under . 
the provisions of See. 21, Chap. 25, Revised Statutes amend- 
ed by Chap. 258, Public Laws 1917. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
money and what sum for the maintenance of State aid high- 
ways during the year within the limits of the town under the 
provisions of Sec. 17, Chap. 25, of the Revised Statutes of 
1916. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise for patrolling State aid highways for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
grant and raise in connection with the money received from 
the State, for aid third class highways, as laid out by the 
State Highway Commissioners. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of one hundred twenty dollars ($120.00), the same 
to be used for the maintenance of the special resolve road at 
lower corner according to the provisions of Chap. 124, Pub- 
lic Laws of 1927, Sec. 3. 
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Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of twelve hundred and ninety-eight dollars ($1,- 
298.00) for maintenance of third class road in accordance 
with the provisions of Sections 43 to 47, inclusive, of Chapter 
28, Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to instruct the se- 
lectmen to recommend to the State Highway Commission the 
road beginning at the Gorham town line near the house of 
Horatio Blake and extending through Groveville village by 
house of Ernest Parker and by outlet of Bonney Eagle pond 
to Standish town line, as a three town road, and that the 
State aid money be expended on said road in 1932. (Petition 
of S. B. Shepard and nine others. ) 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men of the town of Buxton to ask the approval of a State aid 
designation, from the State Highway Commission of the so 
ealled Long Plains road beginning at the Standish town line 
near the Charles Palmer place, so called, and extending in a 
general southerly direction past the Buxton high school 
building to the Scarboro town line, connecting with the State 
aid designation in the town of Scarboro, and expend the 1932 
State aid money on this road. (Petition of A. T. Elwell 
and eleven others. ) 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote that only residents 
of the town of Buxton and trucks belonging to residents be 
employed in the construction of State aid, third class and 
special resolve roads within the town. (Petition of Joseph 
W. Perseille and nine others. ) 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of six hundred dollars ($600.00) to improve the 
highway on Salmon Falls to Saco road between the Gorham 
house, so called, and the Pliny Spraker place. (Petition of 
A. G. Wiley and twenty-three others. ) 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of seven hundred fifty dollars, ($750.00) for gravel- 
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ing and clearing ditches on the road leading from Kimball’s 
corner to Gorham town line via Clinton Emery’s, six hun- 
dred dollars ($600.00) for graveling and one hundred fifty 
dollars ($150.00) for cleaning ditches. Work to begin as 
soon as the ground conditions permit. (Petition of Henry 
D. Emery and twenty others. ) 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to put a railing from 
Salmon Falls bridge on the river side of the road leading to 
the Saco town lne nineteen rods, and raise money therefor. 
(Petition of James B. Elden and fifteen others. ) 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of seven hundred dollars ($700.00) to gravel the 
road from Groveville to Buxton Center. (Petition of Irving 
Blake and eleven others. ) 


Art. 85. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for the use of the Berry library, for pur- 
chasing books. (Petition of Milton V. McAllister and eleven 
others. ) 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) for the benefit of the West 
Buxton public hbrary. (Petition of F. H. Hargraves and 
eleven others. ) 


Art. 37. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to grant and.raise for a school clinic or a free bed at the 
Buxton and Hollis Hospital. (Petition of E. N. Atkinson 
and thirty-four others. ) 


Art. 38. To see what per cent the town will vote to pay 
the collector of taxes for the taxes collected for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 39. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise to pay interest on bonds and bequests and 
insurance on school buildings for the ensuing year. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen and treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of 


taxes and issue notes therefor, to be paid out of money raised 
during the current year by taxes. 


Art. 41. To see if the town will vote to accept the list of 
jurors as prepared by the selectmen, clerk and treasurer. 


Art. 42. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise to apply to the sinking fund already estab- 
lished to take care of bonds issued. 


Art. 43. To see how much money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for the Harold F. Hutchinson Post, No. 130, 
American Legion, for Memorial Day. 


Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) for the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Agricultural Clubs. 


Art. 45. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the Bar Mills fire department the following rates: 50 cents 
per hour for forest and grass fires, 75 cents per hour for 
chimney and building fires, and to see if the town will vote 
to raise a sum of money for the same. (Petition of Neal H. 
Atkinson and fourteen others. ) 


Art. 46. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00) to be used 
for the purpose of paying insurance policies against accident 
and death for the members of the Bar Mills fire department. 


Art. 47. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se-

Art. 50. To see if the town will vote to place five lights 
at Groveville and raise money therefor, one light opposite 
store, one at entrance of road leading to West Gorham, one 
near the church, one near Shepard’s house, one near the Nor- 
ton house. (Petition of E. C. Stevens and ten others. ) 


Art. 51. To see if the town will vote to locate a street 
light at South Buxton near Milliken store and authorize the 
selectmen to contract with the Cumberland County Power & 
Light Co. and raise a sum of money for same. 


Art. 52. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
erant and raise for support of street lights in the town of 
Buxton. 


Art. 58. To see if the town will vote to instruct the town 
treasurer to request the Portland Savings Bank of Portland, 
Maine, to turn over to the town of Buxton, for the use and 
benefit of the Berry lbrary located at Bar Mills, the sum of 
one hundred seventy-nine dollars forty-seven cents ($179.47) 
now on deposit in said bank, account No. 25879, in the name 
of the Bar Mills Library Association, long since defunct, and 
that the same be accepted by the town for the benefit of said 
Berry library.

We inaugurated a new idea in 1930 in preparation for our 
Clinic Work. A nurse examined the students and with the 
help of the teachers made a careful survey and listed all stu- 
dents needing medical, surgical or dental care. From this 
tabulation we were able to get in touch with parents and 
relatives of such children and deal directly with those needing 
clinic attention. We now have a complete list of students of 
the fall of 1930 and their needs—a list of value in checking 
up and keeping on track of our school children. Two clinics 
a week have kept us busy. We have done much more with 
dental work, but there remains much to be done.: 

We are indebted to other physicians and dentists for their 
interest and help. The Superintendent of Schools and his 
teachers have manifested much interest and been of great 
assistance. 

We have given clinical facilities to all school children many 
times on days other than clinic days. As we increase the 
work and do more and more medical and dental as well as 
surgical work, we feel sure that these clinics are needed and 
productive of much good.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Lo the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Lown of Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 

This is a day of changing objectives in education. One of 
the most discussed subjects is, “What should be included in 
the course of study ?” 

A new State course of study is now in preparation. Tenta- 
tive courses have. already been submitted. In this work it 
will be a great advantage to have available the results of 
investigation and research in the field of education during 
the past ten years. New theories have been carefully tested 
out so that they are no longer in the experiment stage. The 
results have been so convincing that there seemed to be a 
need of revising the subject matter in textbooks and in 
courses of study. No radical changes have been suggested, 
but rather that the subjects should be correlated with the 
progress and abilities of the pupils, and more thorough 
training in fundamentals. Subject matter has been intro- 
duced which has a practical relation to everyday life. Faulty 
methods of instruction greatly handicap students. 

The trend of education today is to do away with material 
infrequently used. Much research work has been done in 
determining the place and importance of each subject in the 
course, and instruction no longer consists of memorization 
of facts. It has been recommended in teaching arithmetic 
that subject matter, such as cube root, partial payments,. 
compound interest, and matter seldom used be omitted. It 
has been found that in many instances a subject has been 
studied for the purpose of mental discipline, and there has 
resulted a waste of time and a loss to the pupil through fail- 
ure to secure more useful knowledge. Yet it is difficult to 
find a course of study that satisfies the requirements of the 
overcrowded curriculum of our rural schools. 

It has been pleasing to note the decided improvement in 
our high school during the present year under Principal 
Frank H. Jewett. Through training and successful teach- 
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ing experience of 17 years, Mr. Jewett is especially well 
qualified for this position; and the school work is now show- 
ing results that are very satisfactory. We hope that it will 
be possible to retain his services for another year. It requires 
a number of years to build up a constructive school program ; 
to get acquainted with the community and to work to the 
best advantage for all concerned. We appreciate the fact 
that we have a principal who knows the requirements of his 
position, and’ one who makes the oversight of the school 
building an important part of the school work. It is for the 
best interests of the town to maintain a strong teaching force 
even at an added cost. In this way we can make our school 
more worthwhile to the entire community. 

The situation has changed in regard to the supply of 
teachers. But there has been no general tendency to reduce 
salaries. Sometimes schools are run with low-salaried teach- 
ers with an apparent saving for the town, yet with a loss in 
teaching efficiency and an inevitable loss to pupils. The work 
of the teacher of real ability even at a higher salary is worth 
much more in the lives of the pupils than the difference in 
salaries would indicate. 


REBUILDING SAMUEL D. HANSON HIGH SCHOOL 
BUILDING. 


The town of Buxton experienced a great loss in the burn- 
ing of the High School building on March 19. We were for- 
tunate in having $15,000.00 insurance on this building, so 
our loss was not as great as it otherwise would have been. 
Our greatest loss was in library and laboratory equipment. 
We were under a great handicap in carrying on the work 
after the fire. In this emergency we were fortunate in being 
able to use the town hall and the Buxton Center Church 
vestry. Although working greatly at a disadvantage, the 
teachers and students adjusted themselves to the situation 
and carried on the work in the best possible manner. 


PRELIMINARY. 


At the town meeting on April 12, it was voted to rebuild 
the Samuel D. Hanson High School building on the Buxton 
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Center School lot and a building committee was chosen to 
investigate the cost of a suitable building: to secure plans 
and specifications and submit the same at a special town 
meeting; and this committee to have charge of erection of 
said building. The three Selectmen and the members of 
the Superintending School Committee were chosen for this 
committee. 

On April 14, Mr. Bunker, an architect, submitted plans 
to the committee. 

On April 16, certain school buildings were visited for the 
purpose of securing information relative to modern construc- 
tion of school buildings. Visited high school buildings at 
Standish, Cornish, Porter and Waterboro; and several grade 
buildings and the large consolidated school building at Lim- 
erick, The Superintendent visited several other buildings in 
the States The arrangement of classrooms and the material 
used in these buildings were noted in particular. 

April 21. Mr. Fred McCorrison was chosen chairman of 
the building committee. 

May 5. Met Mr. Raymond Mayo, architect. 

May 8. Recommended articles for a special town meeting. 

May 17. At a special town meeting it was voted to appro- 
priate the $15,000.00 insurance received and $10,000.00 
additional for rebuilding and equipping the High School 
building and the Selectmen and Treasurer authorized to ob- 
tain the $10,000.00 additional by loan. 

It was decided to build the building by day labor and not 
by contract. It seemed more satisfactory to build by day 
labor for the following reasons: First, we were convinced 
that a building could be built with» a saving of several thou- 
sand dollars, if built by day labor. Then we could employ 
local crews and in the end secure a better building for less 
money. 

May 24. It was voted to employ Mr. Raymond Mayo as 
architect to furnish plans and Mr. Herbert McLellan as fore- 
man to build the building. 
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CONSTRUCTION OF BUILDING. 


Our first consideration was to build a thoroughly modern 
building and to use the best of material throughout. Now we 
have a building so well constructed that it will last for many 
years without any need of extensive repairs. | 

It was decided that two entrances instead of one should 
be provided. This arrangement tends to eliminate the con- 
fusion arising from having boys and girls and elementary 
school pupils in one corridor. The cost of keeping in repair 
a large portico,and set of steps has been done away with. 

The concrete work was not damaged to any extent by the 
fire. However, it was necessary to rebuild all brick work. 

The amount of waste space in this building has been re- 
duced to a minimum. Especially has this been done in cor- 
ridor and roof space and in the basement. The building was 
reinforced and made stronger in every way than the specified 
requirements. The old one-pipe system of steam heat had 
been entirely inefficient. There should be a large saving of 
fuel with the new vacuum system. The United States boiler 
which has been installed with vacuum valves and automatic 
heat traps, heats the building efficiently at low pressure. Fire 
stops and paper behind the steel metal and clapboards still 
further conserve the heat in this building. A Uniflow pump 
system was installed with an extra large tank to supply all 
the needs of the system. The new plumbing system is one 
in which many of our former sources of annoyance and ex- 
pense have been eliminated. 

A number of serious fire hazards existed in the old build- 
ing; notably in the boiler room and in the chemical labora- 
tory. The light wood pf&rtitions in the basement, and the 
system of ventilation greatly increased the hazard. It seemed 
very important to construct this building of fireproof mate- 
rial in so far as possible even at added cost. All the partitions 
in the basement were so constructed that they were carrying 
walls of concrete; and steel lathing and pulp plaster used on 
the ceilings. Now the boiler room is fireproof and separate 
from a fireproof coal pocket. The old laboratory was upstairs 
on the second floor and a source of danger. The plan of the 
new building provided a much larger, and more conven- 
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ient laboratory in the basement and eliminated all hazard. 
A fire from chemicals on a concrete floor is not a great source 
of danger. Draper adjustable shades of duck cloth were pur- 
chased. These shades are not easily damaged as are shades of 
sized tent cloth: and they should last for years. They are of 
a light attractive color and the light is properly diffused 
although the material is strong and durable. 

The walls and ceilings of the interior of the building were 
finished throughout with Boston steel metal in attractive pat- 
terns and designs. We were very fortunate in buying this 
metal at a special wholesale price. Steel walls are very satis- 
factory in durability and appearance. They were painted 
with a flat paint in a ght cream color, and a soft diffused 
light is secured which is so desirable in a study room. The 
light comes from the North and the Northeast; so that by a 
combination of proper lighting conditions we now have the 
best light of any building in town with glare entirely elim- 
inated. Heyward Wakefield seats and desks were purchased. 
They were finished in the walnut color which conserves the 
eyesight from strain by eliminating the glare. Bench seats 
were secured instead of single pedestal seats. These seats are 
more durable and provide a larger and more comfortable 
seat. In the assembly hall we have a greater seating capa- 
city than in the old building. We now have a stage which 
serves as an excellent classroom. This room was equipped 
with movable table armchairs. 

A splendid net set of laboratory desks has been built with 
separate compartments for each student, and equipped with 
sinks and troughs with extra heavy sheet lead which is very 
resistent to the action of acids and chemicals. These desks 
were built on one side of the laboratory to conserve space for 
a classroom. An excellent chemical supply closet was so con- 
structed that an easy access to chemicals and reagents could 
be obtained. The entire cost including plumbing was much 
less than the list price for laboratory furniture, which is very 
expensive. 

The system of ventilation is particularly efficient in remov- 
ing the vitiated air and in renewing the fresh air in each 
room by means of the direct-indirect system of box radiator 
ventilators. We were able to effect a large saving over the 
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first estimated cost of vent pipes by purchase of metal and 
having the material made up. 

The roof was covered with Bird’s Neponset shingles. After 
carefully considering the different kinds of shingles from 
the standpoint of economy and protection, these shingles 
seemed to be the best for this type of roof. We have been able 
to secure a very favorable reduction in the insurance rate as 
the result of making this building in part fireproof. The fire- 
proof basement, kind of shingles, and fire stops have reduced 
the hazard on this building. Three large fire extinguishers 
have been secured. 

No supervising architect was employed. In this way sey- 
eral hundred dollars were saved for the town. 

We have appreciated the excellent codperation and assist- 
ance which we have received from the Building Committee. 
Much credit for the construction of this splendid building 
must go to the foreman, Mr. Herbert McLellan. We wish to 
acknowledge the assistance that was received from Mr. R. J. 
Libby of the State Dept. in the way of plans and suggestions. 

We have appreciated the generosity of friends who have 
helped us in securing extra advantages for our school: the 
piano which was the gift of the loyal alumni; the library 
table, the gift of Mr. Isaac Clough, and the picture given by 
Mr. Allan Stevens. 

The resources of the Hanson Fund have been available 
for extra equipment; 3 book cases for the library, the roll top 
desk for the office, a new record book, 4 new sets of reference 
books, The Americana Encyclopedia in 30 volumes, The 
Popular Science in 15 volumes, The Book of Knowledge in 
20 volumes. These take the place of the fine sets that were 
burned. In this respect we have been more fortunate than 
most schools where resources for extra equipment have not 
been available. Yet it will probably be several years before 
our library and laboratory are up to the point that they were 
before the fire. 

Much of the cost of this building above $22,000.00 has 
been due to the excellent school furniture, desks, seats, and 
window shades and_in particular the laboratory equipment 
(the total cost of which for building and material and plumb- 
ing was $868.95 as one item). In the old building one sink 
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was available. In the new building we have working space 
for 22 students. Much of this equipment could have been 
secured at a lower cost; but at all times the consideration of 
those in charge was to secure the best of material. Much of 
this furniture would have been considered extra equipment. 
It seemed more satisfactory to have in mind the welfare of 
the students rather than a policy of cutting costs. 

Owing to the fact that the average attendance at Scarboro 
Corner for the last year was less than the eight required 
by law, it seemed wise to close the school and convey the 
pupils. This plan would give better instruction at less ex- 
pense for the pupils concerned. Three pupils are conveyed 
to the Elmwood School in Gorham and two to the Bar Mills 
School. 


FIREPROOFING BAR MILLS BOILER ROOM. 


The safe-guarding of our buildings against fire is a matter 
of the greatest importance. The work of fire-proofing the 
Bar Mills boiler room was done in a very satisfactory man- 
ner. The partitions were constructed of concrete to replace 
the wood sheathing and steel lathing and pulp plaster used 
overhead, and steel doors make the coal pocket as well as 
boiler room entirely fireproof. The insurance rate has been 
reduced and the building protected from fire hazard; also 
the large number of pupils in this building are better safe- 
guarded. 

The appearance of the Bar Mills building has been 
ereatly improved by painting. The Bog Mull building was 
also painted. . 

A fresh air intake has been provided for the heating 
system at Groveville. This arrangement secures fresh air 
without exposing school children to window ventilation. A 
new slate blackboard has been secured for this school. 

We have appreciated the loyal support of the citizens 
in voting the appropriation for the rebuilding of the high 
school building, and the splendid interest that has been 
manifested this year in all school activities.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL. 
T’o the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my report of the Samuel D. Hanson 
High School. 

School opened in September with a registration of sixty- 
six. This seemed to be somewhat of an increase over previ- 
ous years. We were handicapped by not being able to work 
in the new building. Through the codperation of the student 
body and teachers, we were able to make the best of the con- 
ditions which existed and the general progress of the school 
work was retarded very little. We were all greatly relieved, 
however, when on December 2, we were able to move into 
our present quarters. 

Lhe student body and faculty have enjoyed working in 
the splendid new high school building. It is thoroughly 
modern. It is exceptionally well planned. The interior is 
finished in a very pleasing manner. The student body has 
taken great pride in keeping this building in excellent 
condition. 

This year the two regular courses which have been offered 
in years past are being offered. An effort is being made to 
raise the standard of scholarships and to stimulate a greater 
interest in higher education. We would like very much to 
place this high school on the certified list of class A high 
schools so that our scholars might enter any of the colleges 
on that list directly from this school. 

Our extra curricula activities are public speaking, plays, 
school paper and athletics. The public speaking division has 
been chosen from the entire student body. The final contest 
will be held March 20. We are planning two school plays, 
one to be given just before the close of the winter term and 
one to be given during the spring term. Our school paper, 
under the able direction of Miss Libby, has gone to press. 
For athletics, we had a baseball team in the early fall, a 
horseshoe team in the late fall and have now during the win- 
ter term both boys’ and girls’ basketball teams. Each team 
has a good schedule of games. [or the spring term we plan 
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to have baseball again. Our expense for equipment this year 
has been very heavy. A large amount of new material had 
to be purchased. Your patronage at our athletic contests is 
earnestly solicited. Your codperation is appreciated. 

This year we have formed a student council. This coun- 
cil is made up of thirteen students chosen by the student 
body. They have an active part in the government of the 
school. 

The attendance during the fall term was very satisfactory. 
The matter of tardiness should be given serious considera- 
tion and every effort made to make the number of cases as 
few as possible. 

In closing let me state that the loyal support and hearty 
codperation which you, the Superintending School Commit- 
tee, student body, parents and citizens, have given us as your 
teachers is deeply appreciated.
